In March, 1885, 
Gen. Stager died in the house and two years 
later W. B. Howard purchased the property 
from the estate and has occupied it since that 
time. 

There is enough room inside to quarter a 
company of soldiers. Entrance is through 
double doors in the corner facing the two 
streets. These doors lead into a broad hall- 
way which is in the form of an L and from 


which the stairs ascend to the second floor.. 


There is a cherry mantel and a grate on the 
south side and folding doors lead into the 
drawing-room which faces on Michigan ave- 
nue and the dining-room, the bay windows of 
which look out on Eighteenth street. Innere 
is a library north of the dining-roon and a 
coat-room underneath the stairs. Broad set- 
tees fill the space about the fireplace, making 
it a comfortable living room, All the wood- 
work of the first floor is selected cherry, in 
which there is not to be found a knot or a 
flaw, except the library, which is done in 
marble. The newelpost and Danisters of the 
stairway are of carved cherry, there is grill 
work in cherry above the doors leading into 
the drawing-room and a huge sideboard of 
cherry is built into the walls of the dining- 
room. 

Three bedrooins, a sewing - raom, and linen- 
room are on the second floor, and connected 
with each of the bedrooms is a dressing-room 
and a bathroom. On the third floor there are 
two large and one medium-sized bedroom, 
each with its dress ng - room and bathroom, 
and five sleeping-rooms for servants. 

The kitchen, butler’s pantry, laundry, and 
servants’ dining-room and sitting-rooms are 
in the basement. 

The stable is large enough to accommodate 
ten horses, with a corresponding number of 
vehicles, and on the second floor are three 
rooms for men servants. 

The house is provided with furnace heat, 
gas and electric lights, a system of electric 
signals, dumb-waiters, and all conveniences. 

The Vanderbilts will bring much of their 
own house furnishings, ami all servants, 
horses, and carriages will be transferred from 
the New York and Newport mansions.

Five Days Overdue with Col, North’s Race

It is 
commanded by Capt. Jamieson and has 300 
passengers aboard. The other belated steam- 
ers are the Germanic, from Liverpooi; Lahn, 
from Bremen; a the Pomeranian, from 
Glasgow. The fact that all these steamers 
cross on the same course and are overdue in- 
dicates that something unusual is happening 
on the Atlantic in the way of weather.

Restrain Free Buyine. 

Sprincrietp, III., Feb. 10.—A’ bill intro- 
duced by Representative Brandt today is 
directed against the Chicago Live Stock Ex- 
change and provides that 

it shall be unlawful for any two or more per- 
sons or corporations to combine or agree together 
to do any act which will in any respect prevent 
any person from buying live stock at any place in 
this State from any person having the same for 
sale, either for himself or as the representative 
or agent of the owner of the same. Every rule, 
regulation, or by-law of any corporation 
doing business in this State which has for its pur- 
pose or which directly or indirectly tends to pre- 
vent its members or stockholders from freely pur- 
chasing live stock from any person lawf ly hav- 
ing the same forsale on auy live stock market of 
this State are hereby deciared to be contrary to 
oe poe policy of this State and unlawful and 
void, and any person who shall attempt directly or 
indirectly to enforce any such rule. regulation, or 
by-law shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and in addition to the penalties prescribed by 
this act shall be personally liable for ali damages 
which may arise from the enforcement of such 
rule, regulation, or by-law to any person damaged 
thereby.

GOOD SHOOTING BY THE VESUVIUS. 


Projectiles from Its Pneumatic Guns Fall 
Close to the Targets. 


Port Roratn, S. C., Feb. 10.—A clear day 
enabled the Vesuvius to resume the test of its 
pneumatic guns this morning. At 11:10 
o’clock the Vesuvius hoisted signals announc- 
ing that it was ready to fire the first shot and 
would aim it from the 2,000 yard buoy. Then 
the signals dropped, and instantaneously there 
followed the white cloud of compressed air 
indicating the firing ot a shot. It fell fifty 
yards short of the target, but exactly in line 
with the buoy which marked the 2,000 yard 
range.. The target iteelf had too much stray 
line, and had drifted forty or fifty yards away 
from its station. Vesuvius was signaled 
that the shot had fallen short, and in twelve 
minutes it was ready to fire again, indicating 
by her flags that the same range would 
be The shot pret- 

predecessor, or more

ahneta signaled back to the Vesuvius 

that the shell fell ten feet short. A third shot 
was fired a few moments later, falling short 
of the inl but practically on the buoy line. 

An interval of an hour follow and then 
the remaining two projectiles were fired. The 
fourth shot fell on "he buoy line, but the fifth 
and last shot of the day fell so close to the tar- 
get that the spray 1 by the projectile 
obscured the target. instant afterwards 
an explosion was heard and the water behind 
the target was disturbed. So far as could be 
geen the fifth shell was * only one that ex- 
ploded, though the officers of the Vesuvius and 
members of the board said that they had dis- 
tinctly heard the explosion of the fourth shot. 

It was learned during the afternoon that 
after firing the first three projectiles the gun- 
cotton primers had been replaced by gunpow- 
der primers, the supposition being that gun- 
cotton had failed to detonate the powder, 
Many of the officers maintain that this view is 

robably correct. The second and fifth shots 
fe ll so aecurately that they would have fallen 
on an ordinary sloop stationed for a target. 


WHISKEY SMUGGLERS ADRIFT ON THE ICE. 


While in a Boat in the St. Lawrence Four

ANOTHER CUT BY LOCAL DISTILLERS. 


The Calumet, Shufeldt, and Riverside 
Works to Curtail Their Outpat. 

Another cut has been made by the local dis- 
tillers in the amount of spirits produced. The 
Calumet distillery is now working off. ail 
spirits in the process of manufacture, and it 
will then close down its plant for an indefinite 
period, This will put many men out of em- 
ployment, although a large number will be 
kept in to handle the warehouse stock. At 
the Calumet distillery only spirits and alcohols 
are made, so that its closing down will not af- 
fect the production of whisky. The Shufeldt 
and Riverside distilleries are now using only 
about 900 bushels of grain a day each. This 
will likely soon be uced to 700 bushels. At 
Riverside gin and whisky are manufactured in 
small quantities, in addition to spirits and 
alcohol. Whisky and gin and spirits for con- 
sumption are inade exclusively at the Shu- 
feidt plant. It is reported from Peoria and 
Pekin that a reduction of 22,000 bushels, re 
resen 88,000 gallons a day, has been made 
there. It is said by those in a positicn to 
know that the Satire output of the com- 
bine ’’ distilleries is now far below the amount 
daily consumed. Stocks are large, however, 
and it is expected that these will obviate all 
danger of ashortage. The warehouses at the 
Caluinet distillery are so filled that were the 
yproduction of spirits to continue there it 
“would necessitate the enlargement of the 
buildmg.

Yet day before yesterday 107 Democratic 
members of the House of Representatives 
voted practically against the repeal of the 
Sherman law and only 104 for the repeal. 
The party, so unanimous at Chicago when 
making a declaration of sentiments to catch 
votes, is now divided in the middle. Nor have 
the men who are bolting the platform any 
apologies to make for their course.

Notice is hereby served on Mr. Cleveland 
that he may smash the Democratic party if he 
chooses, but that he cannot have his own way 
on the silver question.

The action of leading banks in New York 
in giving the government $2,000,000 in gold 
in exchange for an equal sum in greenbacks 
must be reassuring to the many who have. 
feared a speedy suspension of gold payments. 
The banks offered to make the txchange, and 
the fact may be accepted as proof of their 
willingness to part with other and larger 
quantities of gold should that be necessary to 
a mamtenance of the T reserve and 
the credit of the Nation. That enough gold can 
be supplied to meet any possible drain need 
not be doubted. The banks in the New York 
Clearing House system control about $77.000,- 
000 of the more precious metal, and fully 
another half billion can be obtained from 
other sources if it be distinctly understood by 
those who hold it that all the money in the 
United States isto be kept on a gold basis. 

The idea seems to prevail in banking circles 
that this may not be accomplished without the 
selling of bonds for gold. This cuurse should 
be at least as proper to take for the mainte-

The bankers who took the lead in this im- 
portant guarantee did so without exacting any 
pledge for the suspension of silver purchases 
or the repeal of the Sherman act under which 
those purchases are made. But they know 
that the load of silver obligation thus assumed 
tends to deplete our gold reserve, and do not 
see that any such depletion would have been 
threatened but for that load of obligation, 
while no one can deny that the purchases have 
utterly failed in the object for which they were 
demanded. So they must feel it to be theduty 
of the government to make ho further addi- 
thons to the weight. of the load that can be 
avoided. In this they are right. The load 
ought not to be increased by a single addition- 


al cunce. It may be too late in the session. to 


| repeal the Sherman law, but there is plenty of 
time for the passage of a resolution that the 
purchases of silver by the government be sus- 
pended, and then leave the incoming ad minis- 
tration to work for a more lasting settlement 
of the question. Congress ought not to ad- 
journ without having made that resolve, thus 
rendering it unnecessary for the business in- 
terests of the country to volunteer aid in 
avoiding a crisis, a step that ought not to be 
required except in the event of pestilence, 
riot, or war. 


M. DE LESSEPS’ PUNISHMENT. 

The sentence of the venerable Ferdinand de 
Lesseps to five years’ imprisonment illustrates 
French ingratitude and forgetfulness, if not 
absolute cruelty. But a few short months agu 
he was the grand old man of France. He had 
held various diplomatic offices in the service 
of his country. He built the Suez Canal, an 


honor, fortunately, which cannot be taken 


away from him. He had been the recipient 
of numerous honors from European sovereigns 
and in his own country he had received the 
grand cross of the Legion of Honor and 
been elected a member of that exclusive body, 
the Academy of Sciences. His public career 
begat in 1828, and from that time until the 
feilure of the unfortunate Panama Cana 
project not even a breath of suspicion had 
rested upon his name. He was one of the 
glories of France. 

Almost in a day M. de Lesseps has * 
the victim of blind popular clamor and parti- 
san hate, and an attempt has been made to 
fasten disgrace upon his good name. Justice 
has been distorted that his long and brilliant 
career may end inignominy. His Judges 
have been swayed by the influence of popu- 
lar and political passion and lent themselves 
toaharsh and unjust sentence where every 
consideration called for clemency and mercy. 
It was a case which called for pity and was 
met with the vindictiveness usually exercised 
in French courts to hardened criminals. M. 
de Lesseps is in his 88th year and his long life 
has been spent in the service of France. He 
is 80 feeble and physically broken down that 
if his sentence were carried out he would not 
live a month in confinement. He is mentally 
so feeble that he is reported to have no real- 
ization of what has been going on in the 
developments of the Panama scandal. His 
condition is such that it was impossible for 
him to appear at the trial which résulted in 
his condemnation without the possibility of 
uttering a word in self-defense. No one be. 
lieves he was criminally guilty of the charges 
No one will believe that 
he organized the Panama Canal scheme for 

purposes of corruption. Reflecting persons 
will be more apt to believe on the one 
band, he had underestimated théwhysical dif- 
ficulties of the colossal undertaking, and that, 
on the other, he had no conception of 
the capacity of French contractors, poli- 
ticians, journalists, deputies, and society 
in general for corruption, and no idea of the 
pressure which would be brought to bear for 
opportunities to loot the canal funds. As the 
Paris correspondent of the London Times says: 
“His main offense was that he followed a 
chimera, forgetting the reality of things, the 
passions of inen, and the ingufficiency of the 
means at his disposal to overcome most 
formidable natural obstacles, The judgment 
against him is stamped with the frenzy and 
cruelty which have characterized the present 
campaign.” That M. de Lesseps will be par- 
doned goes without saying, for to remove a 
man in his condition from the tender, loving 
care of his devcted wife and children would 
mean immediate death; and now that the 
thirst for revenge has beep satiated and the 
Parisians have hada sensation, no one will 
object. Bat a pardon will not make com pen- 
sation for the injustice practiced towards a 
great man who has been more sinned against 
than sinning, and sinned against by his own 
countrymen, who are in little danger of any 
penalty. It is almost a providence that he 18

It will be a long time before civil service 
reform is introduced fully in the public offices 
of Chicago. The doctrine that the offices 
should be used to reward the victors is not to 
be rooted out in a day. There is no 
reason, however, why the present Legislature 
should not pass a law, which would be a first 
step towards reform, making it an offense for 
any person in or out of office to require polit- 
ical subscriptions of employés. The assess- 
ment of government clerks has been stopped 
and that of city employés can be. Such a bill 
should not excite tne hostility of a smgle man 
who is not himself one of those ward-workers 
who depends for his subsistence oa the fat 
fried out of candidates and clerks. As was 
stated, the party is harmed, not benefited, by 
these robberies. 

It would be better for the Mayor to put his 
foot down, for him to order the return to the 
contributors of the money choked out of 
them, and to declare that the next employé 
who carried around a subscription paper 
should be dismissed, If he does not think it 
worth his while to interfere, the General As- 
sembly should act, se as to stop these assess- 
ments and at the same time put an end to the 
constant demand for higher pay which these 
unwilling contributicns lead to. When men are 
bled for every election they think the taxpay- 
ers should make good their losses, and they 
besiege the Aldermen every spring with appli- 
cations, generally successful, for higher 


wages. Thus it is that the cost of mainte- § 


nance of ward-workers and political toughs of 
all kinds is thrown back on the taxpayers. 


PASS THE MAYOR’S RELIEF BILL... 

The committee of the House to which it 
was referred. has reported back with great 
promptness the bill giving the Mayor of this 
city a four years’ term and makmg him inel- 
igible for immediate reélection, An emer- 
gency clause has been added to iu so that if 
passed before ele“tion day it will apply to the 
Mayor to be chosen this spring. 
The House hold be as prompt as the com- 
mittee has been and lose no time in passing 
this bill, Ite only opponents will be the prac- 
tical politicians, ially those of the baser 
sort. They like frequent elections so that 
there may be more campaigns in which their 
sorvices will be needed and more campaign 
funds for them to profit by. They would like 
to have a new deal every year if possible, 
They know also that if the Mayor were inel- 
igible for immediate reélection they would 
have no influence whatever with him. They 
would be unable to control his appointments. 


They could not offer the votes of wards in a 


nominating convention in exchange for a 
batch of offices, There would be nothing 
they could give a Mayor, and consequently 


there would be no reason why he should give 


anything to them. 

As these politicians have some influence at 
the State capital it is not to be expected that 
this bill will slip through both Houses as easily 
as one making appropriations for the payment 
of the members. There will be opposition 
somewhere, and the friends of this measure 
should prepare themselves to meet it. Those 
citizens who want the Mayor emancipated 
from the poiiticians, so that a better adminis- 
tration of city affairs may be secured, and who 
want the authorities in a position where they 
can assure a good man that he can hold office 
for four years at least without molestation, 
should use what influence they have with their 
Representatives to make them push’ through 
this bill. If nothing more 1. gained during 
this session for the cause of good government 
in Chicago than the freeing of the municipal 
administration from the rule of the politicians 
more will have been accomplished than dur- 
ing the last six years. 


ADJOURNING FROM FRIDAY TO TUESDAY. 

It is time for Gov. Altgeld to come back 
and take charge of his legislative lambs. The 
last words he said to them in his inaugural 
message were: 


I would like to suggest the propriety of making 
the sessions of the Legislature a little more con- 
tinuons. A practice has grown up of working 
only a few days in the week. This not only tends 
to prolong the session, but necessitates constant 
interruption in the matter of considering any 
measure. 


The Senate and House began business this 
week Tuesday morning, After being in ses- 
sion that day, Wednesday, and Thursday they 
adjourned yesterday forenoon until Monday 
evening, or practically Tuesday morning. 
There was an attempt madein both Houses 
to secure a Saturday session, but it became 
apperent that even if the adjournment over 
were not carried a majority of the members 
would home and there would be no quo 
rum. Hence it was that the House, after vot- 
ing 80 to 2 not to adjourn to Monday, finally 
did so. 

There is enough work in committee and in 
the House to keep the members busy today 
and Monday, but they preferred to neglect 
their duty. Doubtless one of the first things 
the Governor will try to do after he gets back 
will be to put an end to this absentecism, 
which will get worse and worse as time wears 
on. The Democrats will want to adjourn over 
the 4th of March so as to goto tie inauguration, 
When April comes the members of both par- 
ties will want to go home for the spring elec- 
tions. In the course of time the farmers will 
want to go home to plow and the lawyers to 
attend court. Instead of a short, economical 
session, there will be a long, expensive one, 

Therefore Mr. Altgeld should return and 
read the riot act to his legislators. If he can 
get them to work the six days a week they are 
paid for working Taz Tunern will give him 
the credit of accomplishing one real reform.

ident of the Local Government Board in the 
last Tory administration. Mr. Cham berlam 
went into the district, spoke there, and exer- 
cised ali the local influence of his firm to hold 
the seat for the Tories, but he has failed. The 
Liberal victory tully offsets the loss of Hud- 
dersfield by 35 majority last Saturday. By the 
death of Mr. Louis J. Jennings, the well- 
known “Member of Parliament of Tan 
Triscne cable letters, a vacancy is created in 
Stockport which the Liberals ought to fill 
also. At the election in July Mr. Jennings, 
though elected, was second on the voll. Mr. 
Leigh, the Liberal, who was elected with him, 
received 5,202 to 4,986 cast for Jennings. The 
second Liberal candidate, Maj. Sharpe Hume, 
received 4,876, and the second Tory candidate 
stood at the foot of the polis. Mr. Jennings’ 
success was due to his personal popularity, 
and the Liberals ought to be able to capture 
the second seat, now that a vacancy has oc- 
curred, 

Election contests are also in progress in 
Hexham, Northumberland, and Pontefract, in 
Yorkshire, where the Liberals. hope to win 
back seats from the Tories, who carried them 
in July by majorities of and 40, resvective- 


Ply. At Gateshead, where there is also a va- 


cancy, the Liberals are almost certain of suc. 
cess. All goes well thus far with the Glad- 
stonians.

Tun Judiciary committee of the House at 
Springfield met Wednesday and again shirked 
action on the Nohe bill for abolishing the 
$5,000 limit in railroad killing cases. The 
matter was postponed -_ next Wednesday, 
when it will probably be deferred again. And 
thus it will proceed till the end of the session. 
If there were any disposition on the part of 
the railway companies to provide against ac- 
cidents resulting in loss of life there would 
be no disposition to push the Nohe bill, but 
they oppose every reasonable proposition for 
safe-guarding human life. They have long 


refused to erect viaduets at the streef cross- . 


ings unless the property-owners pay the land 
damages. They have refused to elevate their 
tracks or to depress them. They have even 
refused to provide proper gate guards or to 
station active watehmen at the crossings. 
They have done nothing in the last ten years, 
except under compulsion, to diminish the loss 
of life through the operation of their lines. 
Under the circumstances the Nohe bill should 
be pushed toa passage. If the railroad cor- 
porations are compelled to pay adequately for 
the injuries they inflict and the damages that 
are caused they will be more careful in the 
operation of their roads. They may. think it 
more economical to restore the safe crossings 
which they havedestroyed. The action of the 
Judiciary committee in relation to the Nohe 
bill will be watched closely. The action of 
the members from Cook County, where 80 
per cent of the railroad murders committed 
in the State are perpetrated, will be narrowly 
scrutinized, especially as there are . of 
boodle in the case, | 


Mr. Lovuts J. Junnines, whose death is an- 
nounced from London, had a political history 
in two continents. As editor of the New 
York Times he did more than any other man, 
except perhaps Charles O' Conor, to break up 
the Tweed ring. He was an influential mem- 
ber of the Tory party in Parliament until he 
joined the Randolph Churchill coterie. He 
then incurred the enmity of the Salisbury 
family circle and was passed over much to 
his own chagria when offices were given away. 
It is less than a month since he announced 
that he would retire from Stockport and from 
Parliament at the end of the present session. 
It was understood that he was to assume the 
editorial management of the Toryized Pall 
Mali Gazette, but death intervened. He had 
been in failing health for sometime. His 
most remarkable literary achievement is not 
among the books named in the usual notices, 
but his biography of John Wilson Croker. the 
vitriolic Tory editor of “ Buswell’s Life of 
Johnson, wh@ was so terribly scored by 
Macaulay more than half a century ago. This 
is a work which will live after the hack-work 
novels like the Philadelphians’’ and the 
„ Millionaire”? (of which, by the way, Jay 
Gould was the hero) are forgotten. Mr. Jen- 
nings belonged to the Tory democratic 
school, and his death will probably result in 
the Joss of a seat by his party. 


Som of the original mossback Democrats 
are not pleased with Mr, Cleveland’s choice 
of a Secretary of State. Neither are some of 
those ex-Republicans like Senator Palmer, 
who have been Democrats for less than a gen- 
eration. The Senator, mindful of his long 
services as a probationer before he was given 
anything, says that he thinks Illinois Demo- 


crats will feel aggrieved to see a man who 


has held office in a Republican administra- 
tion as a Republican for years thus suddenly 
promoted. These remarks remind one of 
the complaint ot the laborers in the vineyard

In spite of much that is 
technical, Finger Prints makes interest- 
ing reading even fer the layman. 

After a historical survey of the previous use 
of these markings and an admirably clear ac- 
count of the methods of pril tiug Mr. Galton 
explains the anatomical and physiological 
character of the ridges and describe» with the 
aid of numerous diagrams the patterns fur- 
nished. The patterns are formed within the 
space between the system of nearly paraliel 
ridges that sweep across the finger c to 
the joint and the system of ridges that, from 
the tip downwards, follow the general curva- 
ture of the nail. They can be clearly out- 
lined and their varieties may be rough- 
ly classified as arciies, loops, and whoris. 
The proportions of the patterns change with 
the shape of the finger; but the important 
point is that the minute peculiarities due to 
the branching and abrupt interpolations of 
ridges— the numerous bifurcations, origins. 
islands, and inclosures —are, almost without 
exception, persistent through life. Itis these 
ininutie, as well as the general 
character of pattern, which con- 
tribute the evidence from finger prints 
of personal identity. Out of 700 points of 
reference compa in couplets of impres- 
sious made several years apart re was but 
a single instance of discordance—a ridge that 
was cieft in the child havmg been found 
united in the youth, Persistence, however, 
though indispensable, is not of itself sufficient 
to decid’ the individual value of the finger- 
marks. It might still be that two finger- 
prints, ahke in their minutia, were made by 
different persons. The chances may 
be caiculated according to mathematical 
laws of probability. Mr. Gaiton's 
opinion is that “the evidential value of 
identity afforded by prints of two or three of 
the fingers 1s so great as to render it su-

The River Amazons. 


The Appletons have reprinted “‘ The Natur- 


alist on the River Amazons.“ being a record 
of adventures, habits of animals, sketches of 
Brazilian and Indian life, and aspects of nat- 
ure under the equator, as sketched and ob- 
served during eleven years of travel by the 
late Henry Walter Bates, Assistant Secretary. 
of the Royal Geographical Society. The 
term embraced in the histery ended nearly 
thirty-four years ago, but the sketches 
retain much of interest, particularly as they 
are the results of pioneer work ina land about 
which very little was previously known. 
Steamers were not introduced on the upper 
Amazons till 1853, and in 1856 Mr, Bates 
availed himself of this improved means of 
transport, those journeyings ending the se- 
ries of travels within about four degrees of 
the equator, a series which resulted in the per- 
maneht enrichment of our knowledge of one 
of the most interesting regions on the face 
of the globe. The number of species of 
the various «classes obtained by him 
between 1848 and 1859 was 14,712, of which 
the insects number 14.000 and the mammals 
12. The smallness of the latter number is ex- 
plained by the general poverty of Brazil in 
terrestrial mammals. Probably more than 
8,000 of the species were new to science. And. 
in the language of Baron de Santa Anna Nery, 
a letter from whom is given in a prefatory 
memorial sketch by Eaward Clodd, Mr, 
Bates was one of the first to foretell the splen- 
did future of the Amazonian Valley and to de- 
scribe its bewildering splendors.“ 

The observations and conclusions by Mr. 
Bates were of especial interest to Darwin, 
who, ia his Origin of Species,” had ex- 
plained the presence of north temperate 
plants in the highlands of the Southern hem- 
isphere as due to a lowering of temperature 
during glacial epochs, which allowed those 
forms to migrate acrossethe intervening tro 
ical lowlands. But Bates argued that while 
there is no doubt that during the glacial epoch 
arctic forms moved twenty-five degrees suuth- 
ward from their homes they would after. 
wards retreat thither, as regions 
near the equator must have possessed a tem- 
perature similar to what is now enjoyed m 
countries near the twenty-fifth parallel. They 
would not cross me equator. carriage of 
seeds by winds and birds is safficient to ac. 
count for the facts observed. And Darwin 
confessed to him: Lou seem to me to have 
put the case with admirable clearness and 
crushing force. I freely confess that you 
have confounded me. The work of a man 
who could thus influence the great exponent 
of the doctrine of evolution cannot but be in- 
teresting to many thinkers in our day,
